son A. Miles gave out a statement to- 
night after denying several published 
interviews attributed to him. He pref- 
aced his statement by saying:: 


'I have been most freely quoted with- 


out authority from me or without any 
utterance on my part. 
It has been a 


source of great annoyance to me." 


His statement is aa follows: 
"On the 20th of laat September I Is- 


sued an order to regimental command- 
ers to report to me concerning the beef 
which had been Issued to their men. 
At the sam* time that I went before 
the war Investigating commission, I 
had only received reports from four- 
teen ot th* commanders. 
Now, I have 


thirty. 
The* all tell the same Btory. 


'Th« evidence proves the truth of 


the statements I have made. In addi- 
tion to 'the report of the regimental 
commanders, I have a great mass ot 
evidence consisting of communications, 
affidavit*, etc., from officers, soldiers 
and civilians. Ev«ry part of the coun- 
try has contributed to the mass of cor- 
respondence which. I have received In 
reference to the beef served to our sol- 
diers and the evidence Is all corrobor- 
ative of what I have said. 
The great 


publicity which the presa has given to 
the matter has brought all the corre- 
spondence of which I speak upon me. 


"I have overwhelming evidence that 


the embalmed beef was treated with 
chemicals in order to preserve.it 
I 


have affidavits from men who saw the 
beef under treatment by the embalm- 
ing process. 


"Now, as to the canned roast beef; 


that was different from embalmed beef. 
The cannned roast beef was the beef 
after the extract had been boiled out of 
it. 
You have seen the advertisement 


Be< / Extract; one pound contains the 
substance of from four to .five pounds 
of prime beef. 
Well, this IB the beef 


after,the extract has been taken from 
it. 
They put this beef pulp up In 


cans and label !t 'canned roast beef.' 
The soldiers report that the canned beef 
was nauseating;- If swallowed It could 
not be kept on the stomach."

Jan. SI.—During al- 
most the entire morning hour today the 
senate had under discussion the policy 
of this country to l>e pursued in the 
Philippine Islands. 
Mr. Berry of Ar- 


kansas, in a speech upon the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Vest, discussed the 
policy uf expansion with a reference tu 
the constitutional point involved In the 
Vest resolutions to the pending treaty 
of peace. 
He declared that he would 


never vote to place upon any people a 
policy against which Lee fought and 
for which Jackson gave up his life. 


An attempt by Mr. Bacon of Georgia. 


to speak upon his resolution, which in 
brief, declared that the United States 
government will not make war upon 
a people seeking for their freedom, pre- 
cipitated a lively debate which was 
participated in by Mr. Platt of Con- 
necticut and Mr. Teller of Colorado. 


Mr. Bacon declared he would never 


vote for 'the treaty unless some such 
declaration was adopted by congress. 
To this Mr. Platt took exception and 
delivered a speech in which he carefully 
analyzed the situation which confronts 
this country in the Philippines. 
He 


said that the Bacon resolution could 
mean but one thing and that was if 
the treaty was ratified it would be the 
duty of this government to relinquish 
the Philippines immediately to the in- 
habitants without reference tu our 
rights in the premises. 


Mr. Platt went on to say that we had 


a war which had ended gloriously for 
the country and for the cause of se- 
curity throughout the world arid now, 
almost six months since the protocol 
was signed, the treaty of peace which 
had been agreed upon was not ratified.

tured and eaten by cannibals of New 
Guinea.

crew. 18 all told, left the vessel In two 
boats and soon became separated. 


One boat containing twelve men was 


finally thrown ashore ten miles from 
the cape. 
The sailors were seized by 


natives from the interior and hurried 
off to the village of the chief.

man, James Greene, escaped. 


The sailors were stripped and bound 


and killed, one each. day.

was participated In hy at least a hun- 
dred savages who had gathered for the 
feast. 
In several cases the sailors 


were tortured by the old women and 
children of the tribe.

A huge pot 


filled with boiling .water was used for 
the feast, which on the first day was 
prolonged away into the night. 


In most cases the men were beheaded,

ter tramping without food a day and 
a night to reach the coast. The scenes 
of horror he had witnessed turned his 
hair quite white.

We are still under a village charter, 


entirely Inadequate to our needs. 
We 


e no Mayor, and no one who has a 


Mayor's responsibility or authority. We 
have no Sujierlntendent of Schools, ex- 
rept by a subterfuge, and our schools 
are merely a pan of the county sys- 
tem. 
Our teachers have no tenure oi 


office. 
There is no adequate deflnUior 


of the authority of the boards of cit;, 
and school trustees. 
Thero is no ef- 


fective authority lodged in the chiefs 
of the police and Mre departments. In 
faet, our whole system of city govern- 
ment is unwieldy and inefficient. 


We have good pavements in the busi- 


ness section, but none elsewhere, and 
the dust of thi* dry season and the mud 
uf the wet season fall fur more vigor- 
ous remedies, at least on the main 
ihiiroughfares, than \ve have used. Sev- 
eral promising ideas have been sug- 
gested, and experiments in city street 
making aiv badly needed. 


We have not a singly safe crossing 


across the Southern Pacific tracks, 
the older countries, and in some states 
of this country, grade crossings are be- 
ins abolished in all considerable towns. 
In less developed 
communities the 


ST.icle crossings are protected by sates 
or ilasrmeu. 
Here they are not pro- 


tected at all, and each man'3 safety is 
dependent on his own vigilance.

the Mississippi could be placed in the 
"Amazon without 
materially increas- 


ing that enormous flood. 
One can 


travel for a month up the stream of 
the Amazon before reaching the head 
of navigation. 
As the whole valley 


has no roads worth mentioning every 
one travels by boat In spite of the diffi- 
culty experienced in finding the way 
through that great waste of water. 


Almost the only industry of the val- 


ley Is rubber gathering. 
Professor 


Branner described fully the method of 
the collecting the sap of the rubber and 
preparing it for market. 
Most of it is 


shipped to the United States. 
The 


people are indifferent to everything ex- 
cept this work. 
They have few- wants 


and no energy, and a. man who could 
earn J25 a day is content to work only 
enough to provide the fen- necessities 
of life, farina, rum and cigarettes. Only 
two things prevent people with energy 
fominff here from the United States 
and Europe; these are the fevers and 
the insects. 
Few unaccllmated can 


survive the terrible fevers.and the mos- 
quitoes have well been called by the 
natives the plague. 


-South of the Amazon is found the 


sugar cane and cotton raising region. 
Professor Unmner spent some time in 
this district, studying the diseases that 
attack the cotton plant. 
The method 


of clearing the lanfl and cultivating the 
cotton Is extremely crude and waste- 
ful. 
Nearly all the coffee used in the 


United States, whether graded as Java 
or Mocha, is raised 
in the country 


about Rio Janeiro. 
Here is produced 


the finest in the world. 


The diamond region 
of 
Central 


Brazil is most interesting. 
One would 


suppose that here, where such great 
wealth is produced would be found a 
progressive and cummercial spirit, hut 
the very contrary is true. 
In recent 


years, a short line of railway has been 
bulk and the abolition of slavery has 
produced some changes, but otherwise 
the country is exactly as it was fifty 
years ago.

this is not* actually so bad as some of 
tlie lingering fevers we have at home. 
The sanitary condition of Brazilian 
cities is even worse than anything we 
have heard of In Cuba.

zilian character is lack of sincerity, A 
native lies to you for the mere sake of 
being agreeable.
